Making Flour of Potatoes. 


Potato drying is a 
comparatively 
new Industry on this side; but dried 
potato flakes and potato flour are used 
extensively in Europe, where the flour 
is utilized in all kinds of bukery goods. 
The 1913 government report showed 
that imports of potato flour were 16,- 
710,488 pounds. 
Potato flakes can be 
turned almost instantly into mashed 
potatoes and would he especially wel­ 
come in mining tumps and in the home 
of tile busy housewife who can "bring 
them to a boil and serve.” 
Unsalable 
potatoes and culls are now almost a 
total loss, and these may readily be 
converted into potato flour aud prod­ 
ucts. 
The process of drying consists 
in steaming carefully cleaned pota­ 
toes, mashing them and drying the 
mashed potatoes on revolving steam 
cylinders.—Philadelphia Record. 


Man Living Saw Napoleon. 


The English papers report that Dr. 
Julius Lukacs of Budapest, uncle of 
a former Hungarian prime minister, 
has just celebrated lite one hundred 
and fifteenth anniversary of his birth. 
He thinks that he is the oldest man 
in Europe. aud unless later returns 
change the count, he is. 
In a recent 
interview Doctor Lukacs said that he 
remembers seeing the great Napoleon's 
second wife, Marie Louise of Austria, 
and their son, the so-called King of 
Rome, w h o s e lilt Ie life was snuffed 
out just as his training days were end­ 
ed and his days of performance began.

his afflicted country suffering for the 
sins of the people, prays for their 
restoration to the Divine favor, and 
with the eagle eye of faith anticipates 
the Joyful day of spiritual and tem­ 
poral blessings because of restoration 
to the Divine favor. 
Doubtless such 
patriotism would be pleasing to the 
Lord on the part of us all. 
Psalm 85. 
I. 
Praises 
for 
Mercies 
Received 
1-3). 
Praise is given for 
(1) Deliverance from Captivity (v. 
I). 
He had in mind the specific mercies 
of a given time; perhaps it was one 
of the oppressions of the Philistines 
from which they had been delivered. 
(2) Forgiveness of Sin (vv. 2, 8). 
‘‘Thou hast forgiven the iniquity— 
covered all their sin.” 
God’s restora­ 
tion was the proof that he had par­ 
doned. 
Great indeed was the -in of 
Jacob, but God’s forgiveness was great­ 
er. He is peculiarly a God of mercy. 
Having forgiven the sins his anger Is 
taken away. He stayed his hand from 
the judgment which would have justly 
fallen, to show his mercy. 
II. 
Prayer for Restoration 
From 
Backsliding (vv. 4-7). 
He knew how worthless the outward 
blessings of the Lord would be unless 
the people inwardly turned 
to the 
Lord. 
He, therefore, besought the 
Lord to give them the greater blessing, 
that of a change of heart. Without the 
change of heart forgiveness would be 
futile. A change of heart can only be J 
by God’s help. 
(1) That God would turn the hearts 
of his people toward himself (v. 4). 
Knowing the people’s utter helpless­ 
ness to turn to God, he cried out to 
God to save them by turning them to 
himself. 
He knew that God’s anger ; 
could not turn from the people as long 
as they were impenitent. 
(2) That God would take away the 
very remembrance of their sins (vv. 
5-7).

The desire seems to he that he would 
wipe out the very marks of his dis­ 
pleasure by not longer allowing pun­ 
ishment to be meted out to them.

His desire is 
that his mercy would be Just as real. 
III. Exultant Anticipation (vv. 8-1 .J). 
Having spoken the sentiment of the 
repentant people, the poet expresses 
confidence of the Lord’s response. So 
faithful is God that those who sin­ 
cerely pray to him can go forward 
with the assurance of petitions granted. 
(1) ‘‘He will speak peace” (v. 8). 
He knew that a gentle answer would 
come, but Its continuance would de­ 
pend upon the fidelity of the people. 
Turning to felly would provoke again 
his wrath.

Only as his salvation was near could 
glory he in the land. 
(3) Devise a way by which “Mercy 
and truth,” “Righteousness and peace,” 
may be united (vv.

He did not suggest a way. He may 
not have known it. Faith now sees 
the way in Christ. In him such a 
union has been blessedly effected. 
(4) The land shall become fruitful 
(v. ll). 
When sin is removed, temporal pros­ 
perity shall follow. 
Earth’s ’'barren­ 
ness is due to sin. When the curse is 
removed fruitfulness shall follow. 
(5) Righteousness shall 
be 
the 
guide of his people (v. 12). 
In that golden, glad age God’s right- j 
eous ways will leave a track in which 
his own may walk with security.

Pursuant to the custom that has 
prevailed for several years, I, W. P. 
Hobby, actin*? governor of Texas, do 
designate and set apart Tuesday, Oct. 
9, as State Fire and Accident preven­ 
tion day, and do call upon all citi/.ens 
to fittingly observe the day through 
the performance of some specific work 
which will help reduce fire waste. 
Fire waste fromcarelessness, ignor­ 
ance and easily preventable causes 
annually takes a tremendous toll of 
our crated wealth. 
Since the United 
States have 
been 
drawn 
into the 
world-war and are now engaged in 
the greatest conflict in history, it is 
the patriotic duty 
of every Texan to 
do everything possible toward realiz­ 
ing the ideal of this nation as set 
forth by President W ilso n —“ To make 
the world safe for democracy ’’ 
To 
this end the state must conserve its 
resourses, and particularly to protect 
its food supply and prducts of value 
to the nation during the war from de­ 
struction by fire, one of the principal 
sourses of waste. 
Fire loss per capita in many Euro­ 
pean countries is less than fifty cents, 
while that of the United States is 
about two dollars and fifty cent, and 
for Texas, even more. 
A realization 
of this situation on tho part of the 
government, and those charged with 
the responsibility of carrying the na­

ing demonstrations in fire and acc - 
dent prevention.
